Those who are opposed to the universal service proposed 
by the president are not saying much about it so far as can be 
learned here, but Washington advices say that they are protesting 
there in large numbers against conscription.

The volunteer system means favoritism, inefficiency, unjust di- 
vision of the burden. It will be too slow and will-be wholly in- 
adequate lo meet the need of this crisis. The volunteer system 
failed in the civil war, it was by no means successful in the Span- 
ish-American war and.was a dismal failure in England in the 
present war.

World is Left Neutral. ^ 


The declaration of war by the United 


States was the twenty-ninth declara- 
tion made by a sovereign power since 
the present world conflict began, ,and 
these do not include the declarations 
made by the little republic of San Ma- 
rino or those launched by the new 
kingdom of Hedjaz or the declaration 
of Montenegro against Germany which 
never reached its destination. .Cuba's 
declaration is. therefore the thirtieth.: 


With these modifications the United 


States was the fifteenth nation to enter 
the war—the eleventh on the side of 
those opposed to Germany. With: the 
latter China had already broken off 
diplomatic relations* with every pros- 
pect of war, and President Menocal, 
had made Cuba the sixteenth nation 
now; at war and the twelfth arrayed 
against Germany.

j Some surprising > statistics/in both 
population and-areas are now present- 
ed by the situation. Including the col- 
onies in designating the belligerents, 
it is found that populations, with 
China's 413,000,000, reaching 1,412,- 
600,000 are at war with the central 
powers and their dependencies, which 
total 156,300,000. The inhabitants of 
the earth .are supposed to number 
2,000,000,000. This leaves 171,700,000 
nominally at peace. Of this balance 
63,200,000 Included In the Netherlands 
and her colonies $7,000,000), Denmark, 
Greece, Norway, Sweden and Switzer- 
land, are neutral through necessity, 
while 103,000,000 in Spain and her col- 
onies, in Mexico and Central and South 
America are neutral from choice. Of 
the entire area of the earth's surface 
i-some €0,533,746 square miles—all but 
South America's 7,344,508 and about 
10,000,000 elsewhere,, including 6,970,- 
000 uninhabitable, is represented by 
warring nations. 
, The United States is the only nation; 
wltli the exception of Cuba, in which 
legislators .voted directly upon the sub- 
ject of entering the war. 


The first formal declaration of war 


was made by Austria-Hungary on Ser- 
via, July 28, 1914, because the letter's 
reply to the ultimatum of July 23 was 
deemed unsatisfactory. 


On Aug. 1 Germany declared war on 


Russia1 because the latter declined to 
reply to. an ultimatum to demobilize. 


On Aug. 3 war between Germany 


and Belgium arose through the inva- 
sion of the letter's territory, and the 
same night* the German ambassador 
left Paris, designating a.state of war 
owing to alleged hostile acts on the 
part of the French. 


England declared war on Germany 


.Aug. 4, owing to the tatter's failure to 
reply to an ultimatum in regard to Ger- 
many's invasion of Belgium. 


Austria declared war on Russia Aug. 


8, alleging that hostile acts had already 
been committed and the fact that Rus- 
sia was already «t w«t with .Germany, 
Austria's ally. . Scrvia also declared 
war on Germany Aug. 6. 


On Aug. 12 England and Montenegro 


declared war on Austria, 


On Aug. 15 France declared war on 


Austria. 


On Aug. 24 Japan declared war on 


Germany and acknowledged a state of 
.war with Austria. 


On is'ov. 8 Turkey received declara- 


tion of war from England, France, 
Russia and Servia. 


Italy entered the war with a

In calling upon its'civilian employees 


to aid in the work of the bureau of in- 
vestigation the government will rely 
chiefly upon the field force of all its 
varied activities, men whose daily work 
bring them in constant touch with the 
public. This includes, in addition to 
postmasters and letter carriers, the 
field forces of the department of the in- 
terior, the Federal Trade Commission, 
the department of agriculture, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, the in- 
ternal revenue and customs bureaus of 
the treasury department, department 
of commerce workers and investigators 
and immigration and other officials of 
the department of labor.

;CORDIXG to the children's bu- 


reau records, forty-seven of the" 
fifty cities with more than 100,- 
000 population, 053 rural com- 


munities and more than 1,300 other 
towns and cities held a baby week or 
a baby day last year. 
The bureau 


hopes that the spring and summer of 
1917 
'will double the number of baby 


weeks. 


The date for a baby week suggested 


by the children's bureau is the first 
week In May, but the nation wide ob- 
servance has already begun and will 
last far beyond the month of May. 
The earliest baby weeks of the year are 
reported from Nebraska, and state wide 
plans for April baby- weeks are re- 
ported from California and Massachu- 
setts. Some state baby week commit- 
tees are suggesting that baby week be 
held at different times in different 
parts of the state in order that circuits 
may be arranged for speakers and for 
exhibit material. 


In some places campaigns are being 


organized along county lines. A county 
In Pennsylvania, for example, is plan- 
ning a child welfare week, in which or- 
ganizations In a city and thirteen towns, 
and women from the farming commu- 
nities are .co-operating. A county in 
New York state, reports preparations 
for a celebration in which fifteen places 
and the surrounding country will take 
part 


On the average about one-tenth of 


all the babies born in the United States 
die before they have completed twelve 
months of life, and an inquiry into they 
causes of this loss of Infant life and a 
study of methods of prevention have 
been among the bureau's chief Inter- 
ests since its -organization. These ba- 
bies' deaths are scattered over all parts 
of the country and all types of commu- 
nities. The bureau, believes that most" 
of these lives could'be saved by persist- 
ent community effort and that a well 
planned baby week serves to further 
jermanenfwork for infant-welfare. 
_The children's bureau refers also to 
the great preventable loss of mothers" 
ives from conditions connected with 
childbirth. More women fifteen to forty- 


e. years of. age die from-maternal 


causes than from any disease * except 
tuberculosis, and a large proportion of 
these 15,000 maternal: deaths occurring 
annually in the United • States could be 
prevented by intelligent and adequate 
care. The protection of mothers is es- 
sential to the health and well being of 
their children. 


In the .carrying out of a baby week 
:he children's bureau lends certain 
types of assistance, such as bulletins 
for distribution among mothers on pre- 
natal care and Infant care and bulle- 
ins and popular material on various 
jhases of the welfare of children. It 
ias a special bulletin of suggestions on 
baby week campaigns, including lists 
of the state agencies and other organi- 
zations from which lantern slides, ex- 
hibit material and leaflets for baby 
week can be secured.

Cedunls- In variety are easily grown 


and make very pretty basket .plants. C.

The;latter is an upright grow- 
er-and is therefore useful for center- 
piece when more than one variety is 
selected. The cedunis will stand lack 
of attention, which is apt to be the fate 
of all plants suspended in a warm 
room. They dry out more rapidly than 
plants In pots -and therefore require 
much more water. 


Othonna crassifolia, commonly called 


the pickle plant, is a very easy,- rapid 
growing, trailing vine and is one of the 
most satisfactory plants that can be 
used.

~ What "Bari-ag* Fire" It."" 


An Interesting feature of artillery 


fire la the "curtain" or "barrage" fire. 
This means simply keeping up such a 
terrific fire on a certain area that an 
enemy cannot or 'will not cross it. 
When an infantry attack is launched 
a barrage on the ground beyond the 
enemy's front line prevents his re-en- 
forcements coming up while the at- 
tacking infantry are havinglt out with 
the defenders of the trench. 
If the 


attack carries beyond the first line the 
artillery of the defense promptly in- 
terposes a barrage to prevent its reach- 
ing the second line. If the attack on 
the first line fails the defending ar- 
tillery puts a barrage behind the at- 
tacker's line to prevent re-enforcements 
coming up to it and to enable the vic- 
torious defenders to counterattack and 
destroy the enemy in his own trenches. 
It is merely a wholesale development 
of a long established method of sup- 
porting the infantry.—Major E. D. 
Scott in Kational Service Magazine.

Citizen Legion Paragraphs of Information About. Flags—Things That 


Every Intelligent Citizen and Resident Should Know.

Congress never 
designated how 


the stars on our flag should be ar- 
ranged, although a dozen or 
more 


different arrangements have beeu j 
presented by resolution to Congress. 
The present arrangement of stars 
was caused by an order of the navy 
department, issued 
September 
18, 


ISIS, in whach -was illustrated the 
plan arranging Uie stars in parallel 
rows horizontally, on the flags to be 
used on all American ships of war, 
and since that tame the national flag 
on land and sea has had its stars so 
arranged. 
The design of war flag is simple 


and beautiful whtn seen at 
short 


distances, and wh<yi good colors arc 
used an the making. 
The criticism 


has been made that our flag has too 
many separate parls, and that at dis- 
tances at which 51- individual stars 
and stripes cannot be distinguished 
one from another, the white stars 
blond with the bhi<\ and the white 
and the red of the stripes Wend into 
a pink, thus weakening the color ef- 
fect at long distances. 
To correct 


this in part it has been suggested 
that the 4S stars b* placed together 
in the shape of a large five-pointed 
sfar at the center of the field, thus 
avoiding much 
of the 
weakening 


blend. It would also suggest a more 
forceful and olo^r union of the sep- 
arate stat<fv, wliKh is 3n accord with 
the now rapidly growing demand for 


the centralizing of all our 
nation 


making resources. 


Our flag has 62 different parts, 


which are more than twice as many 
as are found on any other national 
flag. 
It is also interesting to notice 


that the other four American repub- 
lics having flags formed from stars 
and stripes, have, all told, but 55 
different elements, seven less than 
our flag. If to the total parts of the 
four lesser republics we add the six 
parts on toe flag 
of 
Mexico, the 
total is one less than the total on our 
flag.From 
the 
standpoint of pure 


classic design it is said that "The 
Ever Rising Sun of Great Japan" is 
the most perfect of all national flag 
designs. There are two pages, illus- 
trating national flags of the world, 
to be found in the 
Standard and 
Webster 
unabridged 
dictionaries. 


These are wonderful pages, 
telling 


in symbol and geometric sign 
the 


story of man on earth from Eden un- 
til now. They tell, in sign language, 
the story of what man has accom- 
plished 5n obedience 
to 
the 
two 


prfmal commands of God to man, 
namely, "subdue the earth and have 
dominion over all things on earth." 
Could we srasp the full meaning of 
the flags of those nations, bejond 
the great oreans, now at bitter war. 
our views would be greatly broad- 
ened, and many of owr opinions rad- 
ically changed.
